With  a  serious  shortage  of  containers  certain,  last-minute  serachers  for  an 
adequate  supply  of  second-hand  containers  are  inviting  marketing  problems,  Arthur 
M.  Hauke,  Extension  Economist,  warned  New  Mexico  fruit  and  vegetable  growers  this 


Take  it  from  C.  0.  Whiteman,  a  San  Juan  county  farmer,  that  rotation  cropping 
is  one  way  to  boost  bean  yields  in  the  face  of  a  prospective  national  shortage  this 
year. 

Mr*  Y'Jhitenan  more  than  doubled  his  production  of  the  traditional  staple  food 
of  the  serviceman ' s  diet,  besides  setting  something  of  a  record  for  the  San  Juan

tion praotices  five  years  ago,  his  yield  was  738  pounds.

A    heating  in  the  soil,  killing  many  of  the  young  bean  plants. 


With  a  score  of  128  down  and  plenty  to  go,  the  regional  office  of  the  Forest 
I   Service  is  stepping  up  its  educational  campaign  against  carelessness,  one  of  the 
principal  reasons  for  fires. 


Of  the  128  forest  fires  that  have  burned  4,025  acres  in  New  Mexico's  national 

forests  this  year,  23  oP  the  fires  are  listed  as  man-caused. 

Because  the  forests  are  becoming  drier  and  their  inflammability  is  increasing, 
forest  rangers  say  that  careless  acts  which  normally  would  not  cause  a  forest  fire 
can  start  one  much  more  easily  and  quickly  than  most  people  think  possible.

PERISHABLE  CHEESES  ARE  POINT-FREE 

To  permit  unlimited  sales  of  perishable  cheeses  during  the  next  two  weeks,  when 
soft  cheese  stocks  will  be  at  the  highest  level  of  the  year,  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  has  announced  that  all  rationed  cheese,  except  American  (cheddar) 
cheese  and  cheddar  products  in  Group  One,  will  be  point  free. 

The  order  is  only  temporary,  and  point  values  vail  probably  bo  restored  in  July. 
CHAIN  BOTTLENECKS  HARVESTING  MACHINERY 

Inability  to  obtain  minimum  supplies  of  chain  is  the  tightest  bottleneck  in 
meeting  scheduled  production  of  harvesting  machinery  for  this  year's  crops,  accord- 
ing to  James        i,Iillard,  director  of  the  office  of  materials  and  facilities  of  the 
War  Food  Administration, 

Satisfactory  progress  on  tractor  production  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  more 
than  156,000  tractors  for  farm  use  will  have  been  built  during  the  12  months  ending 
July  1,  as  compared  with  the  normal  mortality  rate  for  tractors— estimated  at  about 
100,000  a  year, 

BASIC  PROS  lei:  jV.CES  farmers  and  nation 

How  to  keep  consumption  of  our  farm  products  abreast  of  our  capacity  to  produce 
them  is  the  basic  problem  that  farmers  and  the  nation  will  face  after  the  war,  ac- 
cording to  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Claude  R,  "wickard.

RATIONING  CHAITC-5  ON  IRRIGATION  PUITS 

Endorsement  by  the  State  AAA  Committee  is  now  required  by  the  War  Production 
Board  on  applications  for  a  preference  rating  on  an  internal  combustion  engine  over 
20"h,p.  or  an  electric  motor  over  1  h,p,  for  use  in  an  irrigation  plant.     The  new 
procedure  places  rationing  of  well  casing  and  cumping  machinery  on  a  state  rather 
than  a  county  basis*  \ 

Applicants  are  required  to  submit  information  needed  to  Judge  the  importance 
of  proposed  enterprises.    After  county  farm  rationing  committees  have  reviewed  the 
applications,  they  will  make  recommendations  to  the  State  AAA  Committee, 

WAMA  BUY  A  TRUCK? 

Although  a  farmer  can  buy  a  used  army  truck  only  through  authorised  dealers,  ha 

will  know  the  condition  of  the  truck  before  he  buys  it  and  he  can  name  the  dealer  he 

wants  to  trade  with, 

"When  trucks  are  available  for  Hew  Mexico,  the  procurement  division  of  the  U,  S. 

Treasury  Department  will  inform  the  State  AAA  Committee,  who  will  break  down  the 

number  allotted  to  the  State  into  county  allotments.     The  procurement  division  will 

then  forward  to  the  county  committee  a  realistic  description  of  each  truck  in  the 

county1 s  allocation. 

The  county  committee  will  determine  successful  applicants  on  the  basis  of  their 
contribution  to  agricultural  production,    Frices,  dealers'  margins,  and  guarantees 
will  be  controlled  by  OPA  regulations, 

COTTCM  '.VILL  GIT  STIFF  COMPETITION 

Competition  from  synthetic  fibers  will  be  an  important  factor  in  determining  the 
post-war  future  of  American  cotton,  according  to  K,  J,  Cheatham  of  USDA's  southern 
regional  research  laboratory. 


Cotton's  rival  number  one,  rayon  staple  fiber,  now  sells  for  25  cents  a  pound, 
oaly  a  few  cents  more  than  the  present  cotton  price.    Rayon,  which  appears  slightly 
superior  to  present  types  of  cotton  cord  for  heavy-duty  bus  and  true!-:  tires,  is 
about  equally  suitable  for  passenger  car  tiros. 

Meanwhile  cotton  is  finding  additional  uses  in  plastics,  insulation,  and 
water-rcpollcnt  fabrics. 
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
